CATALOGUING THE FLOYD STARR LARGE CENT COLLECTION 

Jules Reiver 

Doug Smith, Denis Loring, and I have been busily working of late on the 
cataloguing of the Floyd Starr collection of large cents. The coins have been 
held in a bank vault in Philadelphia for several years now, and many EACers 
have been anxious to see them. In what surely will be one of the most out- 
standing large cent auctions of all times, the collection will be sold by Stack's 
in June, 1 984. 

The collection is an interesting one. All of the 16 numbered 1793 varieties 
are present, along with three 1793 NC's and 2 strawberry leaf varieties. With 
a start like that, one would expect to see almost a complete early variety 
collection, but such is not the case. There are about 100 early date coins in all, 
and the conditions run from one end of the spectrum to the other. Some of them, 
like the S-32, are absolutely gorgeous, but it is plainly evident that the early 
dates were not Starr's main interest. 

Starting with 1816, however, the picture changes. Practically every 

is represented, most of them in /Vlint State. There are more proof coins 
than the average collector sees in his lifetime. In addition to getting coins from 
other sources, Starr also obtained the entire Newcomb collection. 

Only part of the collection will be sold in Sale I. All of the early material 
will be included, along with about two-thirds of the later dates, including the 
better grades. 


It has been my job to catalogue the Petite and the Mature Heads, from 1840 
through 1 857 . What an interesting task! Here were the coins which Newcomb 
checked when he wrote his book. There were several questions in my mind 
about some of the varieties, and almost every question I had was answered. 

Included in the late dates were 15 varieties not in Newcomb's book. Some 
of them were listed as new varieties. There were none that we had not heard 
of, and all of the non-proofs were mentioned in my 'Rapid Finder for the Mature 


Heads'. The new proof varieties are all 
proofs.

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There are coins from every major collection. In addition to pedigrees from 
Newcomb and Hines, there are some from Warfield, Dupont, Jenks, Helfenstein, 
Holmes, Davis-Graves, Stearns, Andrews, Borcki, Fritz, Downing, Proskey, 
Beckwith, Schwartz, Sawicki, Clarke, Polzer, Ryder, Blaisdell, Ackerman, and 
many others. The dealers who were mentioned are Stack’s, Mehl, Elder, New 
Netherlands, Merkin, French, Numismatic Gallery, Chapman, Kreisberg, 
Bolender, Bluestone, Empire, and others. Most of the coins in the Starr 
collection have pedigrees. 

Surprisingly, many of the coins were misattributed . Most of them were mis- 
attributed before Starr acquired them, and he corrected the faulty ones although a 
few slipped through. A note with the 1847 N-24 says "Hines - he apparently mis- 
took this for N-9. How come? - with all the obverse markings?" In with the 1 848 
N-37 - Not in Newcomb - listed as C-29 in my book, the following note appears: 
"12/39 HRN wrote to Hines 'the safest thing to do is to call this #24 and add to the 
description "examples coined from new dies have perfect normal reverses. I 
do not want to draw too fine descriptions to confuse and discourage collectors. 
There is danger in being too exacting.'". 

One of the questions which I had, concerned the 1852 N-19. I couldn't find 
even one in any collection, and I was convinced that it didn't exist. This was one 
of the pieces that I really wanted to check. Someone wrote on the N-19 envelope 
in the Starr collection that the N-1 9 had the obverse of N-1 6 with a different 
reverse. After close checking, the coin in the N-19 envelope turned out to have 
not only the obverse of N-1 6 but also the reverse of N-1 6. Since this is probably 
the example which Newcomb used, I still maintain that N-1 9 of 1 852 does not exist. 

One of the others which I said did not exist was the 1 849 N-25. There was 
one example in the Starr collection, and it matches Newcomb's description in 
everyway. However, the coin looks like the N-10 of 1849 but in a much later die 
state. I looked at my N-10's, and sure enough, I had one just like it but not in 
quite as late a die state. It is not as definite as the 1852 N-19, so I'll continue 
to call this N-25. However, more study of 1849 N-10, particularly in its late 
die states, is indicated. 

At the very end of the collection were two coins that I really wanted to see. 
For years, I had been searching for the 1 857 N-1 and N-4'4. Here they ware! 

I was flabbergasted to find that the N-1l£ was not a double profile but a clever 
fabrication. I showed the coin to Norman Stack who was as surprised as I had 
been. Then we took out the N-4'4, and Norman checked it. It was the same 
fabrication. It is hard to see how these coins fooled Hines, Newcomb, and 
Starr, and who knows how many other collectors. 

AH in all, this job of cataloguing the coins was one of the nicest jobs that I 
have ever had. The people at Stack's are a pleasure to work with. The material 
was the very finest. The sale of the Floyd Starr collection should be the best 
sale of the Newcomb series of large cents ever held. Ted Naftzger has termed 

the sale Star(r) Wars, 1984; and it may well be!

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SUGGESTIONS FOR THE BUDGET-MINDED COLLECTOR 


Harold M. Hess 

(The second in a series of articles directed at those who 
are just starting to seriously collect early coppers.) 

Nearly a century ago, Jules Fleury-Husson gave this advice: "Do 

not occupy yourself with politics; never go to the theatre; forbid 
yourself to open a book; scorn the pleasures of family; always have 
money in your pocket. This will lead to a full life as a perfect 
collector . " 

Some things never change, and even today it seems that the 
numismatist needs only two qualities in order to succeed at his 
hobby: single-minded zeal... and plenty of cash. EACers certainly 
have no shortage of enthusiasm but, unfortunately, not many of us 
are independently wealthy! 

If you're burning with the desire to enlarge your collection, 
yet find your pockets nearly empty, don't despair! First, ask your- 
self what makes collecting fun: 

Acquisitiveness . Among mammals, the urge to collect is limited 
almost exclusively to man. In his idle moments, some Neanderthal 
assembled a group of fossils or sharks -teeth , and we've been at it 
ever since! 

Beauty . Hopefully, what we collect should be aesthetically 
enjoyable as well as interesting. So we'll turn our back on junkbox 
coins, and look for pieces that are pleasing to the eye. 

Challenge . Even Casanova enjoyed the zest of the chase more than 
the actual conquest. Thus your collecting goal should, ideally, take 
some time and effort. 

Affordability . Collecting need not cost you an arm and a leg! 

Val_ue. Of course we consider ourselves collectors first and 
foremost. . .yet even a modest sum spent at regular intervals eventually 
becomes an investment. It's always nice if you can get your money back 
at some future time; a modest profit is even nicer! 

What can you collect that satisfies all of these requirements? 
Consider these suggestions: 

1) An 1816-1857 "date set" of Large Cents, in choice VF. Let's 
see how this would meet our needs. Acquisitiveness: once assembled, 
this would be a total of 42 pieces, certainly an impressive and 
satisfying display when spread out across a desktop. Beauty: the key 
word here is " choice . " Even at the VF grade, we want only choice, 
problem-free coppers... no scratches, dents, spots, corrosion or other 
blemishes ... just slight even wear and nice color! Challenge: believe me, 
it will take a lot of searching to find these really choice VFs , and a 
lot of will-power to resist the coin that is almost, but not quite, 
nice enough. (For a real challenge, try for matching color on all 
these dates. . .either a pretty tan or a handsome chocolate brown! ) 
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Affordability: in today's market, the majority of these coins will 
cost from $20 to $75, a reasonable expenditure for a serious collec- 
tor . Value: I am a dealer, and if such a group of really choice 
Large Cents was offered to me, I'd buy it without hesitation! That 
is true value, the ability to turn your collection into cash when the 
time comes to sell . 

2) A "type set" of Large Cents, the Chain and Wreath in Bair or 
About Good grade, a Liberty Cap in Good, a Draped Bust and Classic 
Head in Fine, a Coronet in Very Fine and a Braided Hair in Extremely 
Fine. . .with all pieces as choice for the grade and problem-free as 
possible. I can imagine a chorus of voices saying, "How can I afford 

a Chain Cent, even in About Good?" Recently I was offered a 1793, worn 
nearly smooth on the obverse but with a clear chain and ONE CENT on 
the reverse, on a non-porous planchet with pleasing color and no 
serious injury. The price? $140. Not bad for the key coin in this 
type set! As always, the goal is a set of pieces that are each truly 
choice and blemish-free for their respective grades . When you're 
searching for that Draped Bust in Fine, for instance, make it abso- 
lutely the nicest Fine you can locate! By the way, settling for lower 
grades in the earlier types not only keeps them affordable, it takes 
advantage of an interesting psychological fact: heavy wear seems more 
appropriate (and therefore more aesthetically acceptable) on a really 
old coin than it does on a more recent date. 

3) All the varieties of a certain year. Obviously, I don't mean 
the 1794s! Instead, try for something like the 18 varieties of 1802, 
the 17 1817s or the 25 1854s. The rarity range in each case is from 

R-l to R-5 , wide enough to make the task challenging but not impossible. 
Since grade per se is not that important, expenditures can be kept 
modest. This would be an ideal undertaking for the collector who has 
lots of patience and is intrigued by attribution. (An even more 
specialized goal would be to collect enough examples of a single 
common "broken-die" variety to show the progression of the die as it 
went from new to cracked to broken to terminal ! ) 

4) A collection of Cents that are R-5 or rarer, acquired by 
searching through unattributed pieces at coin shows. It takes a 
special kind of individual to put together such a collection, his 
most noticeable characteristic is that he always has two books under 
his arm (Sheldon and Newcomb, of course). Occasionally you will even 
meet someone who has actually memorized the attribution criteria f° r 
all the scarcer varieties; he is as rare as the coins he seeks! This 
collector anticipates gold where others see only dross. . .and his 
fondest dream, the summit of all his hopes, is to glean a Non- 
Collectible out of a box of five-dollar "dogs." 


Everything we've said about Large Cents also applies, of course, 
to their "little half sisters," the Half Cents... with two caveats: 
finding really choice examples is a bit more difficult, since these 
delicate little coins seem unusually prone to injury or planchet 
problems ... and the prices of the earliest dates are out of sight. 

With patience, and by concentrating on the middle and late dates, 
a nice collection can be assembled at a reasonable cost. 


By now, 
to enjoy the 


I think the point has been made: one need not be rich 
pleasures of acquiring early coppers. And there are many 
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other areas to explore; how about a collection of choice AU Hard 
Times Tokens? The commoner varieties can now be found at that grade 
for $50 or less, if you're willing to search a bit... and some of the 
most interesting designs are on these common pieces, with no extra 
charge for the fascinating stories that accompany them! 

Finally, for the "young numismatist," short on cash but thorough- 
ly bitten by the collecting bug, there are even more undervalued areas 
such as Civil War Tokens, perhaps the "last frontier" for the person 
on a budget. Where else can one still find century-old coppers in 
true uncirculated condition, well-documented in excellent reference 
books and rich in historical lore, for $20-30? Nice VFs and EFs are 
$5-15! Who says they've priced the "average collector" out of the 
numismatic market?

NEW 1802 NC2 DISCOVERED 
Ron Gjertson 

I recently called on a local coin dealer and purchased a few middle date 
cents from him. While I was busy digging through the fillers, I postponed 
looking at some large cents in the display case. Six weeks later, I finally 
got around to following up on the large cents in this display case. 

After borrowing the dealer's copy of PENNY WHIMSY, I found that the 
first coin I looked at appeared to be an 1 802 NC2. The coin was dirty and 
showed a large amount of pitting. The dealer had graded the coin VG+ - 
at first glance, this seemed to be an overgrade. I managed to control my 
excitement as I calmly handed him $14., which was his asking price for the 
coin. (I also bought an S-1 58 and an 1 829 N-2 with a lump on the upper 
right side of the L in LIBERTY.) 

After cleaning the 1802 cent with xylol, the coin was confirmed to be 
the NC2. The coin graded about VF20, but had to be down-graded to VGS 
because of the pitting. The rarity is probably an RS+ by now (see "The 
Early Cent Revision Update, Part 8" by Denis Loring in P-W Vol. XIV, 

No. 2 for March, 1980, page 63). 

The NG2 makes a happy addition to my 1802 NCI . I need only three 
more 1802 varieties to complete my entire 1802 collection series.

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THE USE OF SULFUR OINTMENT IN RECOLORING A COPPER COIN 

Rod Burress 

Copper collectors frequently become owners of coins which have been 
cleaned, buffed, scraped, or scratched, any of which imparts to the coins either 
wholly or in part an ugly red color instead of the nice, even brown color of an 
untampered copper. It is very difficult or impossible to recolor a copper coin 
and make the resulting color look perfect to an experienced collector. But there 
are still a number of methods which copper collectors have used which will help 
to improve the appearance of a copper coin displaying the unnatural red color of 
exposed, raw copper. 

The use of sulfur ointment containing 10 per cent sulfur and 90 per cent 
petrolatum is one of the simpler methods. This ointment can be used to darken 
a fresh scratch or scrape, or it can be used to darken the entire surface of a 
copper. Place a dab of the ointment on the coin and rub it over the surface in a 
light circular motion, using your finger. Continue rubbing for several to 1 0 
minutes or as long as necessary, adding additional dabs of ointment when needed. 

If the coin has only a small area to be darkened, a Q-tip can be used to apply the 
ointment and thus reduce the extent of the application. If both the obverse and 
reverse of the coin require darkening, flip the coin over every minute or so, 
applying ointment to both sides at once. While rubbing, watch for color changes; 
and when it is felt that a desirable color has been obtained, wash off the coin 
thoroughly with hot water and soap. This will remove most of the sulfur ointment. 
Then swab the coin with xylol to remove the last remnants. When dry, brush 
lightly with your #4 soft brush. A brush used for this purpose soon becomes 
brown and dirty, and probably it should not be used for any other purpose. If 
the coin needs more darkening, reapply dabs of ointment and begin again. When 
you are completely finished with the darkening process and the ointment has been 
removed completely, brush some CARt over the coin's surfaces. 

For the above procedure, it is assumed that your coin was already prepared 
for the darkening process. For some coppers, the only thing needed in prepara- 
tion for darkening is a good cleaning with xylol to remove old oils, etc. which 
may prevent the sulfur ointment from acting. For other coppers, however, one 
can rub in the sulfur ointment for a long time and still not obtain the desired 
effect. When this happens, it could mean that (1) the original cleaning was 
uneven with only part of the surface red and the ointment is not recoloring the 
entire surface evenly; or (2) there are some chemicals remaining on the coin from 
its prior treatment which are interfering with the action of the sulfur ointment; 
or (3) the coin has started to develop a protective patina which is preventing the 
ointment from working. When your initial sulfur treatment does not produce the 
desired effect, more drastic measures are called for to prepare the copper. I 
use baking soda with a sprinkle of water which I make into a paste in the palm of 
my hand. Then I use my thumb to scrub the surface of the coin with this paste. 
Personal preference and experience will guide you as to whether you want to clean 
the entire surface or just the parts requiring darkening. When the baking soda 
paste is washed off and the copper has been dried thoroughly, you can again apply 
the sulfur ointment. When sulfur ointment is applied after the baking soda 
treatment, the darkening effect is much quicker because the sulfur is attacking 
virgin copper. 
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The collector who attempts the above will find that some coppers can have 
a greatly improved appearance afterwards, while for others the change in 
appearance is only moderate. For many coppers, the ugly red color is so 
undesirable that nothing can be lost by trying a darkening agent. However, lots 
of practice is needed to perfect one's technique, and such practice should be 
done on low va l ued coppers . 

There are also some ethical consideration involved here, as to whether 
trying to improve a coin's appearance invites deceit and dishonesty. Thus, we 
have the collector attempting to improve the appearance of a coin in his 
collection vs the 'sharpie' who tampers with a coin to make it seem more 
valuable to an unsuspecting buyer. When a person seeks to sell or trade an 
item which he has received, he should take the honest approach of describing to 
the prospective buyer the appearance of the coin prior to darkening, how the 
darkening was done, and any appropriate comments about the new color.

Have you ever wondered what sort of an individual collects early copper 
and would be the 'typical' EAC member? David Hall once said that "it takes 
a real man to collect proof gold by date. " So, there we have it - real men 
collect proof gold by date and don't each quiche! Since we aren't real men, 
what are we?

Anyone who collects large cents need 
not ask "Where's the beef?".

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ANALYSIS OF 1794-1796 CENTS: THE MINT MAKES DO 

George Tyson, NLG 

I'd like to dedicate this chapter in my series to my friend, Carl Windon, 
whose interest in my results helped get me going. 

The years 1793-1796, as most of us know, were tough ones for the new U.S. 
Mint. In particular, finding copper suitable for striking the large number of 
cents that were desired was a constant headache. If it was metal and it had 
approximately a red color, so it seems, it was used in our early coins. 

This frantic search for metal ended in 1 797, with the initiation of regular 
shipments of prepared copper planchets direct from Boulton in England. We 
have to wonder, however, just how desperate was the Mint in these first four 
years, and was the copper really that bad? We can find the answers, or at 
least the first clue, by analyzing these early coins non-destructively, using the 
technique of x-ray fluorescence . 

You can find general information on x-ray fluorescence in two earlier 
articles (COINage, March 1984, p. 100 and P-W 100, p. 7), so I won't repeat 
it here. X-ray fluorescence is an extremely powerful tool; and since it does 
not harm the coins tested, we can learn a great deal by analyzing large numbers 
of coins. 

Unfortunately, my interest in early large cents has not translated into big 
expenditures. Of the eight cents that I own, which date from 1 794 to 1 796, 
only one is better than AG condition aid most lack dates. However, all but one 
can be identified by Sheldon variety. 

The table included with this article shows my results. In this group of 
coins, the major impurities were antimony, arsenic, iron, and Lead. There 
may be others, such as sulfur, silver, nickel, etc., but they would be present 
in much lower quantities. (See my detailed analysis of a S-242 cent in P— W 
101 , p. 104.) The values shown in the table are really only approximations, 
due to the accuracy of the instrument; and the figures for the percent abe of 
copper include a guess as to the amount of the other, undetected impurities. 

Let me summarize the results: 

1 . The 1794 cents were made of exceptionally poor copper, often containing 
tremendous quantities of lead and iron - both of these could have been fairly 
easily reduced by better smelting. There were also high levels of arsenic and 
antimony in the S— 65. I don't want to get into a lot of detail on what these 
impurities do to the appearance, for fear of p-e-empting another article in my 
series. Basically, however, high levels of arsenic protect a coin from pitting 
and harden the metal, while a lot of iron seems to darken it. 

2. These 1794 cents are of poorly mixed alloy, at times giving very 
different results for obverse and reverse, or even when different sections of 
the same side are analyzed. (The x-ray beam only covers an area less than 
the size of a dime.) I only noticed this behavior on these 1 794 cents. My later 
date coins repeatedLy gave the same results for all parts of the coin when flipped 

or rotated . 
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3. The Mint's copper supplies in 1794 must have come in small batches. 
There is extreme variation in composition from coin to coin. 

4. My later year coins, 1795 and 1796, although poorly represented, show 
a much better grade of copper, particularly in reduced iron and lead content. 

I can't reach a lot of conclusions based on so few coins, but it appears that the 
Mint's copper supplies were under much better control by then. 

I am convinced, however, that none of these last three coins came from 
metal provided by Boulton, who started regular shipments in 1797. But to see 
why, you'll have to wait until the next issue and my chapter on: 

"1 798-1 801 : Bismuth - The Key to Copper Origin . "

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HOW TO MAKE A HANDSOME PROFIT IN THE RARE COIN BUSINESS

Item 1: A group of businessmen were having lunch and discussing their latest

The original consignor 
probably received about $2700 for a 30 year investment. The various middlemen 
would have gotten about $7000 profit over the three month period. 

Item 3: Now you, the collector, have the golden opportunity to acquire this 

coin. It has a proven performance record. It can be shown that it increased 
in price at an annual rate over 1000 percent. You have the 'once in a lifetime' 
opportunity to add this to your collection or investment portfolio. It can 
become part of your estate. Then, some time in the future, your heirs can 
offer it for sale to a furniture and antique dealer and the cycle can start 
all over again.

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LOOKING AT LARGE CENT ERRORS - Part 14 
John S. Ashby, Jr. 

I really enjoyed writing the article which appeared in January's P-W 100 
where I listed all the dates which I now have in my collection of large cents, half 
cents, and Colonial error coins. Already this year, I have received a nice 1799 
large cent from my good friend Charles Funk — the coin had a double clip and 
some other abnormalities. When I get it photographed by John Wright, I 11 
write it up for this series. I know of one other 1799 error large cent and its 
owner wants an arm and a leg for it. 

For this issue, I have started off with a double strike large cent, dated 1813. 
It's a S-293 which was in the EAC '75 auction. The planchet contains quite a bit 
of pitting (like so many Turban Heads), but you can see on the obverse the second 
date at the top-backside of the head. 813 stands out quite boldly in the plate and 
on the coin. On the reverse and where the second date appears on the obverse, 
you can see 3 stars from the obverse. These 3 stars on the reverse tell us that 
the coin is double struck. 



The second large cent error is a 55 per cent off-center 1 81 7 . It is a N-1 6 
variety, and eleven of the fifteen stars are off the planchet. Note on the obverse 
in the planchet the numerals 18 and the letters I.P. which probably stand for 
1817 and the initials of the person who once owned the coin. On the reverse side 
is 23 which might stand for 1 823 when the etching was done . 
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Even though I have ceased working with large cents, I will try to write 
articles about my error collection for the forseeable future. It was very 
gratifying to get all those nice letters from so many of you, asking that I 
continue the series in P-W. In future articles. I’ll mix in some half cents 
and Colonials with the large cents too. Until my next article, then, good 
hunting!

Selling and Buying:

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A HALF CENT CONDITION CENSUS FOR THE SMALL COLLECTOR - Part 1 

William T. Jones, Jr. 

Most of the published material concerning the condition of half cent die 
varieties has been concerned with the 'finest known' examples, and this is how 
it should be. These premium coins are the most important examples of their 
kind, and their owners are usually the most prominent people in the hobby. 

In addition, the publishing of a 'Condition Census' list such as the one found in 
Roger Cohen's excellent book or on the lists which have been appearing in P-W 
provide the average collector with a touchstone with which to compare his 
collection. For example, if the Condition Census goes down to EF condition, 
the average collector can take pride in the choice VF in his collection. 

Still, most of us cannot afford to acquire all of our coins in near Condition 
Census preservation , and we must settle for the less important pieces. 

Although Roger Cohen's book does provide some guidance as to the expected 
preservation of some varieties, not all numbers are covered; and I must 
respectfully disagree with some of Mr. Cohen's estimates. 

The purpose of this and the two articles to follow is to provide the average 
collector with some guidance as to the varieties and to the condition of the coins 
which I have observed in large and small coins shows in the Boston and New 
York City areas over the last four years. This is not a scientific survey, but 
it is a result of my efforts to form a collection of business-strike half cents 
from 1 800 to 1 857 by die variety. Many of the coins observed were offered by 
dealers who do not attribute their half cents although some of the pieces in my 
collection, including the key dates 1802 and 1 81 1 , do have pedigrees. None of 
the proof-only issues have been included, because these coins as a group are 
beyond the financial means of most collectors, including myself. 

I invite other half cent collectors to comment on the contents of these 
articles. 

1 800 . This interesting coin which combines an 1800 obverse with a 
reverse in the style of the 1 790's is considered 'common' in Mint State condition. 
Although this coin is common in G to VG condition, choice VF and EF pieces 
are rather scarce and always in demand. 

1 802 ove r 1 800 . These fascinating coins which were made on patch-work 
dies and salvaged planchets are, in my opinion, two of the most desirable coins 
in the half cent series. I have never seen an example of the Cohen-1 (1 800 
reverse) which is consistent with its rarity. Cohen-2 is often available, but 
most of the offerings are usually worn, dark, and pitted. Choice coins with 
smooth brown surfaces are occasionally available, and the discerning collector 
who is on a budget should hold out for one of these pieces. Over the past 4 
years, I have seen 4 F and 2 VF pieces at a cost of $1 ,100. and up. 

1 803 . The two most common varieties for this date are the Cohen-1 and 3. 
These coins generally are available in G to F condition, with C-3 having a 
slight edge in rarity. Both of these coins are quite scarce in strict EF 
condition aid are worth much more than their standard catalogue listing. 

C-2 and C-4 are much scarcer than C-1 and C-3, and I cannot recall seeing 
a C-2 offered outside of recent EAC sales. I have seen only 2 examples of the 
C-4, and both of these coins ware only in G condition. 
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1 804. There are 1 2 varieties of 1 804 half cents and these range in rarity 
from extremely rare to boringly common. I have never seen an example of the 
two rarest numbers, C-2 and C-4. I have seen 4 examples of C-7 which ranged 
from VG with rim nicks to choice VF. 

The remaining 9 varieties are all within the range of the average collector 
if he is willing to attribute all of the 1 804's offered. I have seen 4 examples of 
C-1 : 2 VF's (2nd use), a mutilated F (1st use), and an AG (2nd use). C-5 may 
be more common than generally believed - I have seen 8 different specimens 
which ranged in condition from AG to EF with minor problems. The plain 4 
variety with stems, C-11 , is also somewhat scarce and is usually expensive 
because of its special listing in the RED BOOK and other pricing guides. 

The remaining varieties are all readily available in G to F condition, and 
the VF and EF coins are sometimes available as common types. C-1 3, the 
plain 4 stemless variety, is the most common of all the Draped Bust half cents 
and it is available in any condition desired, from AG to brown Unc. 

1 805 . C-1 and C-4 are the most common varieties and generally are 

available in G to F condition. Choice VF and EF coins are scarce and are 
worth more than common types. I have never seen an example of the rare C-2. 
C-3 is occasionally available, but only in AG3 and VG7 condition. Most C-3's 
are very poorly struck, especially on the reverse. 

1 806 . The 1806 C-1 is the second most common Draped Bust half cent 
after the 1804 C-1 3. C-4 is also fairly common, but the coin is usually found 
in only two conditions: G-VG and Unc. A C-4 is a very scarce coin in attractive 
VF and EF condition, especially with all of the devices fully struck. The 
remaining varieties, C-2 and C-3, are both very scarce. I have seen several 
examples of the C-2 ranging in grade from G to VF. I have never seen an 
example of C-3. 

1 807 . There is only one variety for this year, aid it is fairly common in 
all grades except strict Unc. Unfortunately, the vast majority of the available 
pieces are struck on rusted, concave dies. As a result, many 1807 half cents 
appear to be several grading points lower than they are by actual wear. 

1 808 . There are 3 varieties of this date: 2 overdates and a normal date 
with the 8 made from 2 zeros. Interestingly, the 7 and 8 used on the overdate 
dies are in the right proportion to the other digits in the date, being unlike the 
1807, the normal 1808, and the 1806 C-4 among others. 

I have never seen an example of the rare overdate, C-1 . The more common 
overdate, C-2, is often available, but many of the pieces offered are pitted or 
they have poor color. Some examples of this variety are weak on the reverse 
in the area of the word OF, due to a warping of the obverse die by the tip of the 
bust. (Reference: the plate coin in Cohen's 1st edition.) The ideal example 
of this variety for the average collector is a choice, no-problem F since such 
a coin would cost several hundred dollars less than a true VF. 

The C-3 normal date is easy enough to find in AG to F, but the choice VF 
and EF pieces are quite scarce. This coin as well as the common 1803 varieties 
and :he 1 810 half cent often sell for much more than their catalogue listings in 
EF.

The eleven specimens listed above represent the total number of specimens 
known to us. There are also three specimens known which show partial 
gripping, which have not been listed. 

The first mention of this variety seems to have been in the sale of January 
24-25, 1881 by the Messrs. Bangs & Co. On page 13 of the sales catalogue. 

Lot 281 is described as follows: "1797 INDENTED EDGE. VERY GOOD. * 

VERY RARE. This is the first specimen of this variety ever catalogued, so 
far as I know . " 


This reference was discovered by P. Scott Rubin of New Jersey during 
1968, while perusing old auction catalogues. 

1 800 C-1 

There are approximately two hundred examples of this date known in grades 
AU50 through MS70. Various writings have stated that two small hoards of this 
date were discovered in Boston during the 1930's. We have never seen an 
original reference to these discoveries. Prior to the finding of these hoards, 
it appears that there was no difficulty in obtaining Mint State specimens. 
Significant sales of half cents usually contained Uncirculated specimens. For 
example, the Alvord sale contained two Uncirculated pieces. The Ryder and 
Anderson-Dupoot collections also had Mint State examples. In more recent 
times, two Uncirculated 1800 half cents were offered in the 1973 ANA Sale by 
Jess Peters, both with mint red. The better one, which would now grade MS67, 
brough. the then unheard of price of $650. The second specimen (with two 
carbon spots, but full mint luster) went for only $120. 

Collectors should be on the lookout for examples of this date with a large 
cent undertype showing. At present, seven specimens are known to us which 
show such an undertype. An AU50 in a New Jersey collection is reported to be 
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struck over a 1798 S-1 87 large cent. This coin was discovered by Dr. Stanley 
G. West and sold to the Empire Coin Company in 1 963. Another high grade 
example resides in the Connecticut State Library collection which shows plainly 
the 1798 date of the large cent. The remaining five examples showing large cent 
undertypes are in low grade (Fr2 to G6).

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There are a number of specimens which are worthy of mention. A 
California collector owns an example with VF30 sharpness. However, the 
planchet had a crack through the E of LIBERTY which was subsequently (and 
expertly) repaired. The work is very difficult to detect and the general appear- 
ance of the piece is that it is one of the finest known. A Georgia collector owns 
a rusted die example which is also of VF30 sharpness, but with smoothed 
obverse fields. The obverse still has rust pit marks in the area of LIBERTY 
and the date, however; and the reverse has the usual weak center and rust pit 
marks throughout the legend and wreath areas. 

A number of specimens which are graded FI 5 have been touted as high as 
VF30. This variety continues to be sought in EF40 and above. We have heard 
rumors of an AU50 specimen, but (to date) the coin has failed to appear for 
examination .

RESPONSE TO A COMMENT BY MR. CHARLES 3ARASCH 

William T. Jones, Jr. 

I would like to respond to a comment made by Charles Barasch in the March, 
1984 P-W and to clarify my own position on the 'worth' of Draped Bust large 
cents. I define the worth of a coin to be the honest, legitimate price which a 
dealer would be willing to pay in order to add that coin to his stock. To me, 
this price is the proper value for a collector to place on his holdings in order to 
get a true picture of the equity value of his collection. This is also the bench- 
mark which one should use in determining the proper retail price that should be 
paid for a prospective purchase. To this benchmark, one must add the dealer's 
markup which can range from 1 0 to 40 per cent, depending upon the type and 
overall price of the coin in question. 

THE COIN DEALER NEWSLETTER is the most widely used source for the 
pricing of coins. Usually, a dealer's 'honest and legitimate' buying price is 
about 10 per cent off of bid, unless the coin in question falls into one of the few 
areas where the 'grey sheet' is totally 'off the wall'. In the case of VF20 
Draped Bust large cents, the pricing structure which I have noted for common 
varieties is about $180. wholesale and #210. retail. For VF30 coins, the 
structure is $200. wholesale and $250. or more retail, which is in line with the 
NEWSLETTER bid of $225. that I was referring to in my article last fall. 
Therefore, I should have mentioned that the $225. bid was appropriate for 
VF30 coins. Recently, the NEWSLETTER'S bid has dropped from $225. to 
$200., which also is in line with my estirrates for VF20 pieces. 

The second point which I would like to make is that the grading in the EAC 
sale has been extremely conservative and that the prices realized for the grades 
of coins involved in that sale cannot be applied literally to other areas of the 
market. I agree with Bill Noyes' conservative grading policy, because it 
affords the neophyte collector and the mail bidder the opportunity to bid 
liberally, with the knowledge that the coin is as good or better than the 
description. On the other hand, some of the coins which I saw in last year's 
sale could have been given some additional grading points without a dissenting 
vote from anyone.

Alan Meghrig and Chuck Funk are preparing a cumulative index to P-W, to 
be ready in late 1984. 

A recent COIN WORLD article discusses a new appearance of counterfeit 
1793 half cents and large cents. Collectors should be wary. 

Denis Loring announced a conference on early U.S. copper coinage to be 
held at ANS in late November, and the Stack's sale of the Floyd T . Starr 
collection on June 13 and 14. Details appear elsewhere in this issue of P-W. 

The new grading board formed by Jack Robinson, Del Bland, and Denis 
Loring will approach AN ACS and offer to share its expertise in early copper. 

General convention chairman Bill Weber thanked the convention chair- 
people: Cal Wilson, Benjamin Fauver, Lee Kuntz, Joyce Kuntz, and Bob Vail. 
Jeff Oliphant thanked Bill Weber and also the California hosts of the hospitality 
suite . 

The EAC sale grossed $54,436.; the commissions will help to offset the 
convention expenses. Jeff Oliphant thanked the EACers responsible for 
preparing the sales catalogue and for conducting the sale: Bill Noyes, Denis 
Loring, John Wright, Stu Hodge, Ed Jasper, Jack Robinson , and Steve Fischer. 
A special word of thanks went to Paul Loring for yeoman service wherever it 
was needed. 

The 1985 EAC convention will be held April 11-14 in Chicago at the Ramada 
Inn at O'Hara airport. General convention chairman will be Don Valenziano. 
Rooms will cost $55. per night. The 1986 EAC convention will be held in the 
Baltimore-Washington area, chaired by Joe Kane and Mike Packard. 

Jeff Oliphant reported on the status of the various reference books now in 
preparation: half cents, early date cents, middle date cents, late date cents. 

All are eagerly awaited. 

The meeting was adjourned at 10:10 A.M.

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EAC ’84, IN RETROSPECT 
Manuel Ahumada 

I have been a member of EAC for about 3 years and have collected large 
cents dated 1 81 6 to 1 857 for about 1 0 years. I was especially delighted to 
note that the EAC '84 convention would be held in San Mateo, California 
which is only 15 miles away from where I live. 

This convention was to be my first exposure to an EAC show. I knew that 
there were to be 40 dealers in copper to be found on the bourse floor; and, 
while driving the 1 5 mile stretch to the show, I had visions of many choice 
coins just waiting for the right taker. After arriving at the Dunfey Hotel and 
getting lost therein, I found that all I needed to do was to follow the big signs 
to the meeting room. 

Everything was very neatly laid out, and I signed in quickly at the 
Registration Desk. Many of the dealers were there already on the bourse floor 
and were ready to go. I looked over the show cases on the bourse and was 
surprised that many of those choice coppers were really not there at all. 

I sat down at one of the dealers’ tables and started chatting with him, 
reflecting in my own mind over the material I had seen. The dealer some- 
what curiously looked at the coin box I had brought with me and asked, 

"What’s in it?" I told him that it was part of my collection that I had hoped to 
upgrade. The dealer quickly asked, "May I look through it?" To satisfy his 
curiosity, I turned the box over to him for full reign. Then the ’oh’s' and 
’ah’s' started coming. I thought that he was just being polite, but then another 
person came, and then another. Before I knew it, there were 5 people all 
trying to look at my one box of coins. "Wait a minute," I thought, "I came 
to see their coins." The 5 were really having a time for themselves. I don't 
really attribute my coins - rather, I collect mostly for grade and for eye 
appeal. As it turned out, when the day was over, I had added only 3 coins to 
my collection. 

I didn't get much sleep that night - I was too excited about the next day and 
the EAC sale . I had bought coins before through the EAC sale and I knew that 
the coins being offered were really nice ones. This year there was a good 
selection of middle dates in this sale. I had looked at the lots in which I was 
interested on 3 different occasions, and I had narrowed my lots of interest to 
9 coins, with special interest in two of them. 

When the sale started, the bidding went past my upper limits on 5 of the 
9 coins before I knew it. Then came one of my special interest coins. It 
started with "Book value of $190. Do I have an interest at $200.? I put up 
my bidder card and held my breath. I was the only one bidding - I had no 
competition - and I became the owner of a beautiful 1833 N-2'4 in AU50. Then 
another lot came up and I was outbid by the 'computer'. Finally my other 
special interest coin came up - a beautiful 1 839 Type '40 large cent with super 
surfaces and color - and again I had no competition in bidding. After it was 
mine, I started to wonder if I had paid too much. But, after all, I had just 
paid $5. for a snack-sized Three Musketeer candy bar - and I wasn't the only 
one to do so, so I felt justified. 
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The third day of the show turned out to be a short one as many people were 
leaving in order to catch their plane flights home. I went quickly to the few 
key dealers whom I had met and bought a few more coins. To my surprise, one 
dealer still had an 1 824 N-2 in AU50 that I had been looking at. It was a really 
nice coin with nearly perfect surfaces and a subdued cartwheel. I bought that 
coin and stayed on, buying and trading coins until nearly closing time. I looked 
around the bourse floor and the place had really emptied out. They were already 
putting away the tables and cases, and they nearly put away the case of the 
dealer, with coins and all, while we were doing business at the time. If that 
wasn’t a hint, there never was one. 

In summary, I was able to add a total of 1 3 large cents to my collection 
during the show. I also met John Wright, Robert Shalowitz, and Wes 
Rasmussen, who are really nice people — as well as others. I also would like to 
mention Chris McCawley and Jim Corrado who are two of the most friendly guys 
around. I also learned that EAC shows are on a more personal level than the 
commercial coin shows, and there is no comparison between the two. I learned 
likewise that choice coins even in common varieties are the exception rather 
than the rule and are much more scarce than most people think. 

I enjoyed my first EAC show and I look forward to the next EAC show in 
Chicago in 1985.

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EAC *84 - THREE DAYS OF PURE COPPER PLEASURE 

Harry Sal yards 

With three days of plodding at 'Advanced Electrocardiography* and three 
days of pure vacationing behind me, I awakened early on Friday - part from 
convention fervor, I suppose, and part from body still on Central Time. 
Unloading the coins from my tourist's pocket wallet and putting them into my 
convention-goer's brief case and talking about copper over breakfast, I found 
the transition easier than I had expected: — I'm getting excited! 

The time until 9 A.M. passes quickly. While setting up my display, I 
discover that there is room in the display case for only 9 of the 1 4 coins which 
I had planned to exhibit. Not willing to leave out the orig inal Newcomb (on the 
cents of 1 801 -2-3) as centerpiece, I narrowed the selection down to the 1 803's 
primarily, since that's what the exhibit was strongest in, anyway. (Neverthe- 
less, Frank Stillinger later kids the bibliophile in me: "You couldn't keep the 
books out of the exhibit, could you?".) 

The whole floor seems to get off to a more leisurely start than the pre- 
ceding 2 years. My first round of the bourse finds only about a third of the 
dealers even set up. Dennis Coffey and Tony Carlotto each provide a common- 
variety upgrade 1 803, but nothing has cropped up yet to 'really get my motor 
running' . 

And then I wander up to good ol* low-key Stu Hodge who appears to be getting 
out of — you guessed it — 1803's. One R3, one R4, and one R5 later, ranging 
in grade from VF25 to XF45, I stumble back to Tom Reynold's table, looking as 
Tom put it - and he's certainly seen me in this state before - "like you're in 
shock." Well, I was! And, of course, the budget - or should I say the 'budget' 
(ha, ha) - was shot by noon on Friday, as usual. But what beautiful pieces - 
thanks yet again, Stu! 

Friday afternoon was obviously anti-climactic for me. While watching the 
steady crowd of browsers on the bourse floor, I saw enough unfamiliar names 
with California name tags to sense a good local turnout this time around. 

Dinner Friday night paired the two Reynolds and the two Salyards with Phil 
Ralls (who was already getting excited about his later-scheduled whist match 
with Tom on the 1798's) and Jeff Oliphant (whose low-key mischievous 
explanation of why the computer 'purchased' for the EAC sale would simply not 
prove satisfactory as of Sunday morning, broke up the whole table). 

Then, it was back to the Educational Forum. 'Tet* Tettenhorst led off with 
an extensively illustrated discussion of error half cents, from the slightly off- 
center, to triple strikes, brockages - the works! Most of the pre-1 825 years 
were illustrated in his slides, and he concluded with an explanation of his 
'puzzler' from the March issue of PENNY-WISE, an ingeniously simple one, 
indeed. 

Del Bland, the 'Pedigree Man', followed next with a general discussion of 
his 'Cut and Paste Project', tracking examples of the early cents through latter- 
day sales insofar as was possible. (Where the seller may either not know the 
pedigree or he gets it wrong, or he chooses to omit it for any of several 
reasons, this then becomes largely a matter of 'cut a coin from a contemporary 
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catalogue plate and then match it to an old-time catalogue plate.') Del was 
specific in his re-assurance at the same time that 'I don't cut up plated 
Chapmans'. And his diligence never appears to rest - for example, on the 
following evening, where others called out 'what lot are we on?' or 'what did 
that go for?', Del instead was more than once heard to ask 'what buyer number?' 
Good for you, Del! After all, what other defense do we have against the dealer 
who, not content to call his VF25 example 'EF45, Condition Census', must add 
something like 'Dupont lot so-and-so also had a nick at the bust - could this be 
the coin?' 

Which brings me to speaker number 3, Denis Loring, who, while greeted with 
less than a consensus on his suggestions for handling certain ethically-ambiguous 
situations in the 'Col lector- Dealer Relationship', at least stirred up a lot of 
healthy discussion on the matter. What was basically agreed upon is that dealers, 
since coins are their livelihood, will always be comparatively richer in coins , 
while collectors, especially those who are dedicated students of a given series 
such as FAD members, will be comparatively richer in knowledge concerning that 
series. And while this contrast may make for some awkward situations, it 
doesn't necessarily have to make it a battle of the Philistines vs the Aesthetes. 

But beyond that , everybody must draw his own conclusions - and if that Friday 
night in San Mateo was any indication, they did . But I for one think that Denis 
deserves a vote of thanks for sticking out his neck in front of a few dozen 
passionately-opinionated fellow members. 

After the Friday night meeting broke up, a few of us adjourned to the Ralls- 
Reynolds whist match on the 1798's. Tom's set is complete; Phil's lacks only 
the NC's. Tom jumped off to a 4-2 lead on S-144 and 145. Phil ran off 5 in a 
row to make it 12-9, and then the match seesawed back and forth through the 
mid S-150's. After Tom's NC2 was brought out for admiring eyes, the score 
stood Reynolds 24, Ralls 22. But then Phil stormed back, taking 13 of the next 
14 varieties, some by exasperating grading margins of 40 to 30, or 45 to 40 - the 
losing coins were by no means losers! Aid thus Tom's late rally in the S-1 70's 
and S-1 80 's fell short. The final tally was 72 to 62, but in the process, a number 
of us including official referee Del Bland had gotten to 'ooo' and 'ahh' and 'mmm' 
over a few dozen mighty impressive coppers! 

Saturday was a comparatively subdued day for me. I settled up on a trade 
with Tom (you guessed it, more 1803's); made a couple of passes around the 
floor, pausing to talk books with Jan Valentine and to purchase a Clapp-Newcomb 
on 1 795-6-7 and 1 800 - for a work such as this, to me the plates are all - and 
this is yet another example of where, on that count, the later reprint does the 
work no justice at all; and then I settled into some serious study of the exhibits. 

Bill Weber had mounted a magnificent display of the 1794 half cents, includ- 
ing all the 'B girls' (sub-varieties with large edge lettering) - he had a grand 
total of two R6's, one R7, and three RS's, as well as many Condition Census 
pieces represented. Jack Robinson showed examples of coins passed upon by 
his new grading service, with their 'papers' as issued - there was one case of 
problems-free specimens and one case of coins for which one detracting factor 
or another necessitated a certain reduction in the net grade. This all becomes 
particularly telling in terms of a certain 1 794 large cent on display - a nice VF 
by wear but with obvious surface roughness. The coin had two pieces of 

accompanying paper: one read ANACS # , EF40/40; the other by Jack's 

team assigned a net FI 5. Anybody still want to buy ANACS papers over coins?

Denis Loring exhibited 'The First Cents - and Their Predecessors' - 
3 Chain cents and 2 Washington pieces of 1791 . Lee Kuntz showed cents from 
the Nichols and Randall Hoards, including Mint State examples of S--1 1 9, 123, 
135, 1816 N-2, 1817 N-14, 1818 N-10, 1 81 9 N-8, and 1820 N-13. Dan 
Holmes treated the convention attendees to another display of the late Dr. 
Sheldon's Color Set, which I found to my surprise contains 6 Colonials and 23 
pieces dated 1817-1840, as well as 37 Early Dates. Cindy Grellman exhibited 
Civil War Tokens by states of the nation - one from each of the 23 in which 
they were struck, including the rarer ones (Alabama, Virginia, etc.). John 
Wright displayed his set of photographs of the Middle Dates by variety, from 
which the illustrations for his book will eventually be taken. There was also 
a display of 1804 and 1823 restrikes, as well as my late die state cents of 
1 801 ,2,3, and 4. All in all, one could have spent a week just studying the 
exhibits alone and he would barely have scratched the surface. 

Activity on the bourse late Saturday afternoon was subdued, indeed. 
"Everyone's lying in the weeds waiting for the sale" was how one wag put it. 
Well, they hadn't long to wait. With John Wright manning the computer and 
Denis Loring the auctioneer's gavel start to finish, the 51 1 lots in the catalogue 
passed over the block between 7:13 P.M. and 11:01 P.M. Included in the sale 
were three six-packs, a bag of fortune cookies and candy bars, and a bag of 
suckers - the latter was put up for sale immediately after a certain well- 
known die state collector had just plunked down $450. for an 1831 in VG (see 
lot 286). Doug Smith's manuscript for the upcoming Starr sale was a surprise 
addition to the numismatic literature, and it was eagerly bid up to a three- 
figure price. 

Several of the rarer 1 794's went to the book at hefty prices, as did the 
1796 S-87 in XF/AU. Another one of those book bidders blew me out of the 
sky on the S-120b in FI 2, with nary a whisper from me or anyone else on the 
floor once that opening $325. bid was announced. 

Most of the extensive run of 1 798's went to the floor, with lots 1 07, 111, 
and 119 drawing considerable interest. However, in the case of lot 107, a 
lower price than one might anticipate for such a choice piece won the specimen. 
Lot 111 resold on the bourse floor on Sunday morning - with 2 votes for it being 
VG7, 2 votes for VG8, and 2 for VG1 0 among the witnesses to the transaction. 
These grades were in addition to the cataloguer's G8 - so who still believes 
that grading is precise, anyway? Other than the XF S-259 which drew a 
strong bid from a veteran member, the rest of the Sheldon series was some- 
what anti-climactic - although all of us nearby got a good chuckle when a wall- 
known New Jersey member took one more step toward 'proving' that the S-262 
is not an R5 but an R4 - he now reportedly has 43 of the 76 pieces which he 
needs to singlehandedly crash R4 territory! 

The Middle Date cents - announced by Denis as perhaps the finest grouping 
yet to appear in an EAC sale - sold overwhelmingly on the floor. Only 1 7 of 
the 1 54 lots between lot 1 93 and lot 346 want to the book, by this observer's 
count. And many a floor buyer paid a liberal price for a premium cent - see 
lot 205, an 1817 15-star in XF45 at $375. vs a Trends value of $135.; lot 217, 
the 1820 N-4 in AU50 at $700.; or lot 297, the 1833 N-4 in XF45 at $525, for 
examples of just how strong the floor bidding was. 
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After that section, much of the rest of the sale was a come down there 
simply weren’t many nice Late Dates, although lot 369 was one. As an under- 
bidder on that one, I feel qualified to say that at least two of us thought the coin 
was far better than the XF45 at which it was advertised. 

The half cent section of the sale opened to a crowd that seemed half 
asleep - but a stir of attention rapidly spread around the room after several of 
the early lots sold at bargain-basement prices. I counted 1 8 minutes to sell 55 
lots of mostly sleepers, lots 405 to 459. 

Then, a quick fling through the Colonials, where the book bidders finally had 
their hour, capturing fully half the lots. Then it was over — total prices 
realized $54,436. And with the aid of computer invoices, the lots were payable 
and claimable within 20 minutes after the sale’s completion - an advance for 
which Bill Noyes specifically was no doubt grateful, spared as he was of the 
bleary-eyed, all-night accounting of years gone by. 

Sunday morning passed quietly — though not without a last flurry of trading, 
including not only that S-1 56 alluded to above but also a famous S-1 9a at a 
mid— four figure price. And then it was time to pack away the coins, break down 
the displays, and head East once again. Only 54 weeks away from EAC '85 in 
Chicago! You really ought to try to make it!

I'm one of Oliphant's ' Volunteers' for writing a report on the EAC convention 
at the Dunfey Hotel, so here goes my ramblings: 

When Bill Weber announced at the New York EAC meeting in 1983 that EAC 
'84 would be held in the San Francisco area, this 'easterner' started to make 
plans to attend. Never having ventured further west than Chicago, EAC '84 gave 
me the 'excuse' that I've always wanted for seeing some of the West. 

I wasn't disappointed. The '84 EAC convention was great! And so is the San 
Francisco area. My travel arrangements were such that I had two full days 
before and after the 'Coppering' for sightseeing, and I took full advantage of 
same . 

Upon arrival at the Dunfey on Thursday afternoon, I ran into EACers even 
before I could get registered. EAC is well known for its camaraderie; and 
before I knew what was up, I sat as a very interested spectator among a group of 
our more advanced collectors, via. Del Bland, Phil Ralls, Ted Naftzger, Bob 
Shalowitz, and Jack Robinson, who were discussing recent copper news, new 
acquisitions, and they were passing some of the 'goodies' around to be examined. 

The group adjourned to the Hospitality Room when it opened; and before long, 
this spacious room was well-filled by eager EACers who were going at the edible 
and copper goodies with equal fervor. 

After informal greetings with old friends and acquaintances, little groups 
formed up all around the room and coins were 'gawked-over' sold, swapped, and 
admired. This gathering in the Hospitality Room was very popular and it set the 
tone for the entire convention, permitting dealer-members, wives, and plain old 
penny-hounds to mingle in complete abandon. In fact, groups stayed and 'jawed' 
until long after the formal closing of the room. From that point on, it became 
more coining in individuals' rooms. 

Coin talk started early Friday morning, with nearly all of the Dunfey- 
registered EACers meeting over breakfast in the hotel's coffee shop. Bill 
Weber and his committee surely did a great job in finding this location for the 
meeting as the amenities were so great! 

Then, it came time for the bourse to open. The bourse room was large, 
well-lighted, and the whole lay-out was so comfortable. For me, it was a quick 
round of greetings with old friends whom I hadn't seen on Thursday; and then it 
was down to the business of looking-haggling, buying, and selling. 

The bourse offered something for all copper buffs - from $5. space fillers 
to Condition Census coins. Also available were Hard Times tokens. Colonials, 
British copper, even Civil War tokens; and since Hard Times tokens are one of 
my weaknesses, I spent most of Friday looking at those adjuncts to the big 
coppers. Ben Fauver had an impressive array of the tokens; and, if my check 
book would have permitted, my collection would have been enhanced even more 
than it was. 

Lee Ktntz did a super job with the exhibits, and a good half-day could be 
devoted to just looking at some of the high-powared material on display. 
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Hopefully, some of the other reports on the convention will do a thorough job of 
listing the exhibits. Special favorites of mine were the 1793 cents, the Nichols 
Find coins. Dr. Sheldon's color set, the complete variety set of 1794 half cents, 
and the State set of Civil War tokens. 

Since no one wanted to leave the bourse floor early and as dinner takes time, 
the Educational Forum was somewhat late in starting but it surely was worth 
waiting for. Even though half cents are of no particular interest to me, the pre- 
sentation on half cent error coins by Ralph Tettenhorst was great! The slides 
ware wonderful and they detailed everything in his talk. 

The two speakers who followed, Del Bland and Denis Loring, are both walk- 
ing encyclopedias of cent knowledge and lore; and their talks were well received. 
Denis and his 'Two-Way Street' theme gave all of us something to think about. 

Activity in the bourse room picked up on Saturday, and viewing of the sale 
lots occupied considerable time for many of us. 

The Saturday bourse closing came all too soon for this correspondent, and 
then it was on to the sale where a new wrinkle was introduced - a computer! 

Denis Loring called the entire sale; while his co-auctioneer of past years, John 
Wright, ran the computer. Just prior to the start of the sale, a comment was 
made that by doing it that way, the two auction principals were doing what they 
were best at - i.e. Denis running his mouth and John running a computer. Bill 
Noyes had produced another 'bang-up' sales catalogue, and things during the 
sale ran smoothly - there were the usual eye-opening prices on some lots as 
well as some bargains for the 'sharpies'. 

As usual, the surprise lots brought considerable action when each was 
introduced, with Dan Holmes' winning bid of $38. for a gem Condition Census 
six-pack of Coors heading the list. Jack Robinson came in for some good- 
natured ribbing when auctioneer Loring presented him with a bag of suckers 
after he had won a spirited bidding battle for an 1828 N-12 cent. Spirited 
bidding also took place on a real 'collector's gem' that was added to the sale 
when Doug Smith contributed his cataloguing notes on the upcoming Starr auction. 

The value of the computer was demonstrated immediately following the 
calling of the last lot, at which time itemized bills were ready for the success- 
ful bidders and the coins could be picked up immediately, thus saving Bill Noyes 
and his two trusty helpers, Stu Hodge and Ed Jasper, a sleepless night. 

Sunday's general meeting was well attended and the 'air was cleared' on a 
number of items. It was back to the bourse room following the meeting. I'm 
sorry to say, I still didn't make it all around, but I did manage to get some 
late-minute additions to my collection which had eluded me at the sale. 

I had a great time, and my only regrets were the number of coin friends 
who weren't able to attend. Now it's onto Chicago in '85! See y a there!

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ANSWER TO 'TETT'S TESTER* (March P-W) 

R. Tettenhorst 

The problem concerned an early American copper coin, about EF40. It is 
double-struck on the obverse, with approximately 60 degrees of rotation 
between the two strikes. A substantial amount of the first strike still shows. 
However, the reverse shows only one strike which is clear and complete. 

You eliminate two theoretical possibilities which you consider unlikely, 
namely that the second reverse strike could have been in perfect registry with 
the first strike or that it could have completely obliterated the first strike. 

After some thought, you realize that two different circumstances could 
have produced a coin with a double strike on one side and a single strike on the 
other. A further hint is that you have seen coins which show that both 
circumstances have actually occurred. 

QUESTIONS 

1 . What ARE the two different sequences of events which have produced such 
coins? 

2. How can you EASILY and INSTANTLY determine which sequence produced 
the coin you are holding? 

ANSWERS 

1 . Sequence A - Two blank planchets enter the press simultaneously and are 
struck at the same time. This produces two uniface coins. If the coin with an 
obverse on one side and a blank on the other is placed back in the press and 
struck again, it will emerge with a double-struck obverse and a single-struck 
reverse . 

Sequence B - A normally struck coin is not ejected from the press after 
striking. However, anew blank planchet is inserted into the press along with 
the struck coin, between the coin and the reverse die. Another striking now 
takes place. The second planchet will now be a brockage. The first coin will 
show two strikes on the obverse. However, it will show only a single strike 
on the reverse, which was in contact with the new blank planchet during the 
second strike. 

2. The key to distinguishing between the two sequences in respect to the 
particular coin you are holding lies in the 60-degree rotation between the two 
strikes. If the coin was formed by Sequence A, the single reverse strike will 
be aligned with the second, strong obverse strike. If it was formed by 
Sequence B, the reverse strike will be aligned with the first obverse strike. 

Just turn the coin over and verify the alignment. 

AUTHOR *S COMMENT : Several EACers identified Sequence A ? the restruck 

uniface. Scott Rubin identified both possibilities. And Eric Newman 
identified both possibilities and correctly described the method for distinguishing 
between them.

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ASK JOHN 


John D. Wright, NLG 

"Ask John" is a forum for all of your questions - great or small - about old 
coppers or EAC. Your questions will get answers, eventually, and those of most 
general interest will be published here for everybody to read. Do let me hear 
from you.

This time I have a whole series of questions pertaining to double profiles, 
so I am combining them into one big question. 

AJ 45 : What caused double profiles? 

Ans_. Simply put, a second strike - generally from a bounce permitted by 
loose, sloppy, worn hardware . The fact that double profiles ceased abruptly in 
1 835 when the Mint bought new presses is no coincidence . 

Wiiy is it only the profile that is doubled? 

Ans. Not so - chatterstrikes, the word I prefer to use, often show doubling 
of stars, LIBERTY, head outline, and occasionally even doubling on the reverse 
design . 

Was the problem in the die itself? 

Aits. Definitely not. An examination of two coins of the same variety may 
reveal to you doubling on two different areas of the coin. Or you may have a 
'narrow' doubling on one and a 'wide' doubling on another of the same variety. 

How does a double profile affect the rarity of a coin? 

Ans . You might just as well have asked "how does a scratch affect rarity?". 
The answer is 'not at all'. 

How does a double profile affect value? 

Ans . Value is what somebody is willing to pay. If the buyer is looking for 
a perfect coin, a double profile affects value adversely. However, if a buyer is 
seeking this particular peculiarity, the double profile enhances value to that 
buyer. Generally speaking, if the doubling is trivial, next to nobody cares. But 
if the doubling is spectacular, somebody will prefer it for its unusual appearance 
and pay a premium. 

AJ46: The rarity numbers that I see dealers using don't agree with what I see 

in Newcomb or Sheldon. What are the dealers using? 

Ans. Different people use different things. The four most common are 
listed below: 

(A) Updated rarity lists - more examples of most varieties have turned up. 

Some of Sheldon's RS's are nor R4. 
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(B) Different standards - Newcomb used a six-point ill-defined scale. Several 
people use the eight-point Sheldon scale for both series. Some varieties with 
no rarity listing in Newcomb are R4 on the Shdleon scale, and at least one 
variety marked R5 in Newcomb is really common - an R1 on the Sheldon scale . 

(C) Ignorance - somebody told them that it was an R4, so they marked it that 
way. 

(D) Greed - by marking a coin 'Rare', maybe they can get more money for it. 
They can either invent an ’extremely rare’ die state (distinguishable by nobody) 
for an otherwise common variety or they can rely on an old reference where 
some beginner once said in print ’these must be rare'. 

AJ47: To whom do all the pedigree initials belong in the EAC auction catalogue? 

Who are these people and what made them stand out so that they are included in 
the pedigree? 

Ans. The initials in a pedigree are a shorthand way of listing previous 
owners' names. Owners' names are important to people like me who are keep- 
ing track of varieties, rarity, and Condition Census. Bill Noyes (WCN), who 
writes the EAC sales catalogue, uses pedigree when available to identify a 
known specimen, as does Del Bland (DNB), Denis Loring (DWL), and others who 
are helping me on my middle date large project. To identify a coin, I list it by 
variety, die state, grade, distinctive marks, and owner. Only the latter 
changes vary much, so when the coin passes on to a new owner, I tack another 
name (initials) onto the existing listing. This minimizes the coin being counted 
several times. Of course, some collectors like to own coins once owned by 
someone ’famous'.

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PENNYMANSHIP TO THE EDITORS 


From MIKE BATKIN: "In my 'open letter' of December 22, 1983 which was 

published in P-W 101 , the second 'that' in the second sentence of page 117 should 
be 'there'. The sentence not only reads better after this change, but its mean- 
ing becomes more clear." 

From HENRY BERGOS: "For those of you who know me, I hope you noticed 

that I was missing; for those who don't know me, I have been. I moved to Israel 
a year and a half ago for my permanent residence. I didn't change my address 
with you until now that I have gotten an apartment. 

So, what is it like to pick up and move to another country? In a single word, 
it's ROUGH! I expected to learn the language quickly, which I didn't; and I 
expected to go back to teaching, which I did - then I quit. The style here is 
completely different than it is on Long Island. What I did expect was for my lungs 
to get better - which they did. 

The toughest thing was to leave behind the coins and the Strand book store. 

I've been getting 'CARE' packages from my old address (637 Fifth Avenue, 
Brooklyn, NY 1 1 21 5 - it is still viable, though I'm phasing it out). They consist of 
COIN WORLD and scattered mail. I wish that I knew about old Roman instead of 
old coppers. 

Many people here have old American coins. I've already met three with 1903 
S cents, one with an 1858 nickel, and 4 with 1815 pennies! Why not? It's a land 
of miracles! The people are really great - they are helpful, generous, and 
hospitable. Here, there's no such thing as 'I have no time now' - it's ALWAYS 
'Come in, please. What will you drink? Have you eaten?' 

Here, when I say that I have a coin collection in a vault in New York which 
is expensive and that I spent years in putting it together, they look at me in total 
confusion and ask why. There's no concept of hoarding here. We live for our 
families and with our friends. There are no extra locks on doors; few people 
have vaults - for that matter, few banks have them to rent; you stop in on friends 
without calling first - though they sometimes may be hours away by bus; we often 
have keys to our friends' homes. It's SLIGHTLY different from the New York 
that I grew up in . 

So much for now. I would love to hear from some or all of the 'old crowd' - 
all the more so if you are coming to Israel! My address is Tzvi H. Bergos, 
P.O.B. 553, Karmiel, Israel. Boruchim V'shalom (Blessings and Peace). " 

From KENNETH W. FULLER: "I am wondering if a plea could be made 

through PENNY-WISE for a thorough discussion of materials for the storage of 
copper coins. I keep hearing and reading about the horrors of sulfur in paper 
envelopes, the dire prospects for coins stored in vinyl flip-flops, the damage 
from scratches from rough-surface containers or foreign material in hard- 
surface envelopes, etc. 

There must be someone among the EAGers who has gone into this matter 
thoroughly and who could give the rest of us some good advice for the preservation 
of our treasures. 
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Also, how to handle Income tax reporting on coin transactions has long been 
something which has bugged me. Might there not be some one among the 
members of EAC who is an expert in tax and accounting matters who could write 
an article on the subject which would assist us collectors? 

For example, I buy a coin in January for a certain amount. Then, I buy a 
lot of coins for several hundred dollars in June. Among the lot is a coin of 
better quality than the one I bought in January, so I replace the first coin in 
my collection. Then I swap some coins for some other coins and cash, thinking 
that I am making a little profit on the combined deals. How do I report my gain, 
if any? I buy coins at bourses for which I pay cash. Or I may turn over some 
duplicates for part of the price and later swap with someone else. When does 
the day of tax reckoning come? How do I figure it out? What practical records 
can be kept? What proofs do I need to supply if Uncle Sam decides to audit my 
return? 

I want to be honest in reporting my income and I want to pay my fair share 
of taxes. But I don’t like to make such a fuss of record keeping that it takes all 
the fun out of the hobby. 

The purchase and sale of a single coin is easy, but to collect and to 
improve one's collection pose problems such as I have mentioned. Also, are 
costs of insurance and safe deposit boxes or travel expenses to conventions 
where coins are bought, sold, or traded deductible expenses for a collector who 
is not a dealer? Would safe deposit boxes and insurance be considered as costs 
for protecting one's investment? Or, would all of these expenses be proper 
additions to the basis when selling?" 

(Editor's note: The above letter and questions have been referred to John 

Wright for possible answer.) 

From JACK P. CUNNINGHAM, JR.: "This letter is in response to the 

article by Raymond H . Williamson in P-W 1 01 . At the bottom of page 99, 
Williamson states that 'silver and gold always had unlimited legal tender'. 

This is not entirely true. 

In 1853, Congress passed a bill which, among other things, stated that 
subsidiary silver coinage had a legal tender limit of just five dollars. The Mint 
Act of 1 873 made the Trade Dollar legal tender for only five dollars also. In 
1 876, Congress revoked the legal tender status of the Trade Dollar. 

This information is in Don Taxay's book THE U.S. MINT & COINAGE, 
which was used as a reference for Mr. Williamson's article. 

The sentence in the article would have been more accurate if it had read: 
'Silver and gold always had unlimited legal tender up to 1853'. 

I don't mean to nitpick an otherwise fine article - I just wanted to clear up 
any misunderstanding." 

From MARK E. KELIN: "I spent a very pleasant day on March 3 with 
Tom Reynolds at the Coin-A-Rama show in Ames, Iowa. Tom recently acquired 
the half cent and large cent inventory of Bebee's, Inc. of Omaha - a hoard of 
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over 450 choice half cents and over 550 equally outstanding large cents. And I 
was given a personal Show & Tell of the event and a first-hand look at many of 
the coppers. One, a super 1839 N-5, now resides in Iowa Falls. Lucky me! 

I can't begin to recall everything that I learned that day as I sat behind the 
table with Tom. He said that he would begin my education in large cents 'today' 
and boy, he wasn't kidding. Tom is really a good teacher. We covered every- 
thing from electrolytes to color-and- re coloring to grading, and just about every- 
thing in between. It's one thing to read about it and quite another to hear about it 
while you are holding the actual copper in your hand. I couldn't get over all of 
the different examples which Tom kept pulling out to show me. All I can say is 
WOW! We ended the day over pizza at Godfather's Pizza Inn and we made plans 
to do it again next year." 

From MARC CALCIANO: "I'm looking for some help! I'm trying to locate 
copies of Tom Morley's '1794 LARGE CENTS AND UPDATE'. If anyone knows 
where I could possibly obtain them, I would very much appreciate it if you would 
drop me a line.

From TOM REYNOLDS: "EAC '84 was great! It had been 17 years since my 
last visit to California. It was tough coming back to our Nebraska 'Spring'. " 

From ALLAN S. PIRNIQUE, M.D.: "Bob Jessen's article in the March '84 
issue of PENNY-WISE was delightful. I was curious if he really did his digging 
during the daylight hours or if this was something one did just during a full moon. 

Sincerely though, it was quite entertaining and informative; and I am looking 
for future articles from Bob." 

From HARRY J. STEIN, M.D.: "I am a Charter Member of EAC, and I 
love EAC and PENNY-WISE. I have all of the issues of P-W, beginning with 
Volume I, Number 1 in 1 967; and if any of the EACers want to see them, I have 
them. 

My total collection is easily with 1 70 pieces of complete Die Variety and 
dates of the large copper cents, with an additional number of at least 150 
duplicates - probably a total of 1 ,200 or more cents.

EAC '84 has come and gone - old friendships renewed and some new ones 
established. Attendance was good, but not great - bourse activity was decent, 
with good dealer representation, but there was a conflict with the New York 
show. A fair amount of material was available, mostly middle rarity in middle 
grades - but Early Copper is becoming increasingly scarce (who doesn’t know 
that?), and the absence of problem-free Fine or better varieties, while still very 
reasonable compared with other rarities and semi-keys in other denominations, 
is going to intensify interest in Copper. 

The second issue of "Copper Quote by Robinson" (CQR) has been sent to 
subscribers. The third issue will be available at the end of June, and it will 
include the first segment of varieties by Newcomb. Response has been very 
strong, and comments have been most helpful and generous. I am very re- 
ceptive to comments, and am grateful for any made - good or bad. To try to 
clear up any confusion, the subscription price is $20. and covers all issues 
through December 1984. This will include three issues - June, September, and 
December, 1984. The price will remain the same cis the year progresses, but 
the quantity which the subscriber receives will decrease in total - there is no 
logical reason to wait to subscribe. I still hope to publish all large cents 
through 1857 by the September issue (no promises, but real intent). 

My next list of coins for sale will be sent to those on my mailing list by the 
time that PENNY-WISE has been mailed. I welcome any new requests for my 
list — I expect to have lots of new material represented in this issue. 

The Grading Committee had its second formal meeting at EAC '84, and they 
completed the backlog of coins which had been received. My travel plans kept 
me on the West Coast until the middle of April; but, as of the mailing of this ad 
copy, all coins graded had been returned to their owners with certificates. I 
want to express my sincere appreciation to the early participants in the grading 
program, and to thank them for their patience during our learning curve. The 
situation appears to be well under control now, and our next meeting should be 
in mid-June. Accordingly, we will be accepting coins for grading up until June 
10 for the next session, and will expect to return the coins to their owners by 
about June 20-25. Cost for the service is based upon value of the coin - Value 
of $1 . to $200. costs $7.50; value of $201 .-500. costs $10.; value of $501 .- 
1 ,500. costs $15.; and any coin valued over $1 ,501 . will cost 1 per cent of 
value, to a maximum of $50. The price includes all services, the certificate, 
and return postage. Coins may be sent to the above address, or to my store 
address: 155 Maple Ave. West, Vienna, Virginia 221 80. Further information 
on the service was printed in the January P-W or is available upon request. 

I remain a STRONG BUYER of Early Copper, and feel that no one can offer 
higher prices for quality material. I am especially interested in Die States by 
variety and in high rarity items - many for my own collection. 

Now a word about an upcoming auction - the Starr sale. I have had the 
privilege of viewing the lots, and I have only the highest praise for the efforts of 
the cataloguers of the sale. The grading is perhaps the most accurate I have 
seen in any auction of recent memory, and their efforts are to be commended. 
Stack's has outdone themselves in allowing the discretion of the cataloguers in 
this sale of Early Copper, which speaks toward true professionalism. It would 
be well for several other auction houses to take notice and to provide proper 
grading of Early Copper included in their offerings. The prices realized would 
reflect the effort!
